Heportcd failures, or poor results 


from sprayliiK can usually be traced 
to non-obsoi vance of one or all of 
the essentials Just given. 


So far as spraying at the right 


time Is concerned, begin when the 
potatoes are about four Inches high 
and Keep them well covered until 
tho frost kills the plants or they 
ripen In the fall.

the one that suffers rnobt and is most 
hurt. 
If he can convince them that

because widowers so often seern to 
lose every vestige of intelligence and 
reason when they marry.

Purser Tells Story. 


A story told by Cavaro Do Ker- 


forre, who was the purser of the Lib- 
erte, confirms the theory of deflagra- 
tion. 
He was asleep in his cabin 


and was awakened by a rumbling 
sound 20 minutes before the Pnal ex- 
plosion.- He dressed 
hurriedly and 


left his cabin. The passageway was 
thick with smoke characteristic of 
"B" powder, and thinking that tho 
ehip had been abandoned he returned 
to his cabin and jumped overboard 
through a port hole as the smoke 
•was too thick for him to go through 
the passageway. 
AS he was swim- 


ming away he heard the fire buglo 
call and swam back to the vessel, tak- 
ing charge of his division of the fire- 
fighters 
until 
the 
final 
explosion 


threw him o\erhoard. He received a 
•wound in the head and when this 
-was dressed ashore he returned to 
the ureck of the Liberte to help 
cave the wounded.
